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EDITORIAL 


This  fall  the  Bulletin  enters  upon  its 
third  year  of  publication,  and  in  gen- 
eral the  editors  feel  that  it  has  been  a 
worth  while  effort  and  is  filling  a  need 
in  our  rather  loosely  knit  body  of  alum- 
ni; certainly  the  communications  which 
we  have  received  would  indicate  that 
this  is  the  case,  and  that  there  is  an 
awakening  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the 
Medical  School  among  its  alumni.  That 
there  is  room  for  improvement  in  the 
Bulletin  we  will  admit,  but  it  is  also  our 
conviction  that  this  improvement  will 
come  about  largely  through  an  in- 
creased interest  on  the  part  of  our  read- 
ers, for  it  is  upon  them  that  we  must  re- 
ly for  a  large  part  of  our  most  interest- 
ing news.  From  them  must  come  our 
alumni  items,  and  in  this  department 
there  has  been  an  encouraging  improve- 
ment in  the  number  of  spontaneous  con- 
tributions which  we  have  received,  but 
there  is  still  a  great  need  for  short  orig- 
inal papers  and  for  communications.  Ev- 
ery editor  at  times — perhaps  at  all 
times — feels  the  need  of  burning  issues, 
and  if  necessary  may  go  out  and  man- 


ufacture them.  We  have  suffered  from 
a  lack  of  burning  issues;  perhaps  they 
have  been  before  our  eyes  but  we  have 
not  seen  them.  Any  graduate  who  has 
an  honest,  live,  actively  burning  issue 
is  invited  to  send  it  in  and  it  will  be 
received  with  open  arms,  but  it  must 
be  no  smoldering,  damp  affair.  It  is 
not  smoke  we  want,  but  a  fierce  and 
burning  flame.  We  had  conceived  the 
idea  of  offering  cash  prizes  for  burning 
issues  but  the  treasurer  soon  put  a  stop 
to  that. 

Except  financially  the  Association  has 
prospered  and  is  steadily  improving  its 
position  and  consolidating  its  ground. 
An  important  decision  made  during  the 
last  Academic  year  by  the  Council  was 
gradually  to  cut  down  the  number  of 
alumni  assistants  we  have  been  support- 
in»'  in  order  to  put  the  funds  to  uses 
more  appropriate  to  our  needs.  The 
original  plan  was  a  good  one,  and  it 
inaugurated  a  new  policy,  but  it  was 
never  intended  that  the  arrangement 
should  be  a  permanent  one.  Another  im- 
portant decision  was  to  share  with  the 
school  the  expenses  of  a  secretary  who 
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could  devote  part  of  her  time  to  caring 
for  the  business  of  the  Association  in  a 
more  orderly  fashion  than  has  hitherto 
been  the  case,  and  this  has  also  been 
consummated.  This  naturally  means 
that  the  Association  has  now  a  perman- 
ent office  at  the  Medical  School,  which 
is  a  very  logical  arrangement,  and  com- 
munications may  now  be  addressed 
there. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion  was  held   last   June   for   the   first 


time  in  Vanderbilt  Hall,  instead  of  at 
the  School.  Dr.  William  S.  Thayer, 
President  of  the  American  Medical  As- 
sociation, was  the  speaker  of  the  day, 
and  entertained  his  audience  with  rem- 
iniscences of  his  student  days  at  the 
School. 

Dr.  Arthur  N.  Crandell,  Dr.  Henry 
Faxon,  and  Dr.  Charles  A.  Porter  were 
elected  councillors  to  replace  Dr.  Homer 
Gage,  Dr.  John  W.  Birnie,  Dr.  Wil- 
liam R.  Older,  who  retired  this  year. 


A   DECADE    OF    PROGRESS   IN   THE   MEDICAL 
SCHOOL  LIBRARY

The  developments  that  have  occurred 
in  the  Library  in  the  last  decade  have 
been  of  great  importance  to  both  stu- 
dents and  staff.  In  the  actual  contents 
of  the  Library,  there  has  been  large  in- 
crease. The  Library  Committee  has 
given  devoted  attention  to  its  work  and 
Dr.  Joslin,  Chairman  of  that  Committee 
until  last  year,  is  especially  responsible 
for  large  accessions  and  greatly  im- 
proved service,  and  Miss  Whitman,  the 
Librarian,  has  at  each  step  made  every- 
thing more  comfortable  and  more  avail- 
able for  all  who  consulted  the  Library. 
Ten  years  ago,  there  were  32,949  vol- 
umes ;  last  year,  there  were  48,484.  The 
change  in  pamphlets  in  the  ten  years  has 
been  from  58,478  to  112,182. 

The  very  great  improvement  in  the 
material  available  and  in  the  conven- 
ience of  getting  at  it,  has  also  resulted 
in  a  very  large  increase  in  its  use ;  but 
the  latter  was  also  influenced  profound- 
ly by  the  change  in  the  curriculum  seven 
years  ago  when  a  large  part  of  the 
scheduled  work  was  simply  eliminated 
in  all  of  the  three  first  years  so  that 


the  students  had  a  great  deal  of  free 
time  that  they  had  not  before  had,  which 
time  they  now  make  use  of  for  their 
own  development  in  the  ways  that  seem 
individually  best  for  their  own  needs. 
The  immediate  result  the  year  following 
this  change  was  that  the  use  of  the  Li- 
brary went  up  almost  50%  and  in  three 
years  it  doubled.  The  change  in  the  ten 
years  is  shown  in  the  fact  that  there 
were  at  the  beginning  of  the  ten  year 
period,  13,150  visits  in  the  year  to  the 
Library  and  last  year  34,602  visits.  The 
circulation  of  books  and  pamphlets  in- 
creased in  the  same  period  from  3,957 
to  21,538. 

When  a  generous  amount  of  free  time 
was  provided  by  the  Faculty  for  the 
students  and  the  amount  of  time  em- 
ployed by  the  various  departments  in 
teaching  was  thereby  cut  down,  there 
were  some  persons  who  feared  that  this 
would  mean  simply  that  the  students 
would  waste  their  time.  The  above  fig- 
ures show  what  they  have  done  with  a 
great  deal  of  it;  and  they  are  entirely 
supported  by  other  records,  as  for  ex- 
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ample  by  the  fact  that  in  examinations 
here  or  elsewhere,  the  men  have  done 
better  even  than  before,  and  the  whole 
atmosphere  among  the  student  body  has 
changed  very  largely.  Before,  they 
were  so  overburdened  by  set  exercises 
of  some  sort  that  they  had  to  attend  all 
day  long,  that  they  had  very  little  time 
or  strength  for  individual  reading  or 
other  individual  development.  Now, 
their  thought  is  much  less  of  the  mere 
passing  of  courses  and  securing  a  de- 
gree and  a  license  and  much  more  of 
real  training  of  themselves  in  an  in- 
formed and  scholarly  attitude  toward 
their  professional  work  that  goes  far 
to  make  them  better  physicians  not  only 
immediately  but  especially  after  some 
years  have  passed.  Training  men  in 
the  Medical  School  in  the  habit  of  using 
medical  literature  and  in  ability  to 
search  out  information  effectively  and  to 
put  it  together  intelligently  is  certainly 
as  important  a  part  of  the  training  of 
the  physician  as  is  any  other  part,  if  he 
is  going  to  be  able  to  keep  pace  with 
the  extraordinary  strides  that  Medicine 
is  making  constantly.  It  is  obvious  that 
in  order  to  do  this,  he  needs  some  free 
time  in  which  to  be  able  to  get  this  train- 
ing. The  fact  that  the  old  schedule  was 
disadvantageous  is  additionally  shown 
by  the  fact  that  since  it  was  changed 
here,  a  large  group  of  the  best  medical 
schools  in  the  country  have  taken  sim- 
ilar steps. 

Very  striking  physical  changes  have 
occurred  in  the  Library  during  the  past 
year  and  constitute  the  most  recent  out- 
standing evidence  of  the  many  advan- 
tages to  the  Medical  School  that  have 
come  with  the  development  of  the  School 
of  Public  Health.  When  the  latter 
Seliool  was  started,  it  combined  its  libra- 
ry interests  with  the  Medical  School  and 
added  considerable  sums  to  the  amount 


available  for  conducting  the  Library.  A 
year  and  one-half  ago,  it  became  possi- 
ble to  secure  for  the  School  of  Public 
Health,  with  the  understanding  that  this 
was  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  the 
Medical  School,  $100,000  for  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  Library  and  for  additional 
equipment,  and  a  further  $100,000,  the 
income  of  which  was  to  be  used  specifi- 
cally for  the  Library  budget. 

In  carrying  out  this  plan,  the  old  lec- 
ture room  in  Building  A  was  done  away 
with  and  the  space  used  for  stacks,  and 
there  are  now  three  tiers  of  modern 
stacks  in  that  space  and  cubicles  to 
which  workers  may  take  their  books  and 
writing  material  and  thus  have  quiet 
and  privacy  and  may  also  leave  the  ma- 
terial there  for  a  time  and  return  to  it, 
so  that  they  do  not  have  repeatedly  to 
withdraw  it  and  lose  time  and  effort  in 
doing  so.  There  are  also  unenclosed  ta- 
bles and  chairs  in  the  stacks.  In  this 
way,  about  twenty-five  people  can  be 
taken  care  of  in  such  intimate  methods 
of  consulting  the  stacks.  Also  with  the 
completion  of  the  Dormitory,  the  old 
Students'  Room  on  the  second  floor  of 
Building  A  became  unnecessary  for  the 
students'  social  use  and  the  main  read- 
ing room  of  the  Library  has  therefore 
been  moved  from  the  ground  floor  of 
Building  A  to  that  room  with  consequent 
enlargement  of  space  and  great  improve- 
ment in  light  and  quiet  and  airiness  of 
the  room.  And  at  the  same  time,  the 
Ernst  Room  has  been  much  enlarged 
and  greatly  improved  in  equipment  and 
the  main  reading  room  and  the  Ernst 
Room  connect  immediately  with  each 
other  and  the  latter  immediately  with 
the  stacks.  A  room  of  adequate  size  is 
also  now  available  on  the  same  floor  as 
a  preparation  room  and  likewise  a  large 
storage  closet  in  addition,  and  the  Li- 
brarian has  a  private  room  and  a  place 
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for  the  shelving  of  special  books,  the 
large  room  previously  occupied  by  the 
office  of  the  Graduate  Courses.  The 
whole  change  was  carried  out  with  great 
taste  by  Mr.  Henry  R.  Shepley  of  Cool- 
idge,  Shepley,  Bulfinch  &  Abbott  who 
made  such  an  attractive  building  of  the 
Dormitory.  The  changes  provide  very 
greatly  increased  reading  space,  much 
handsomer  and  more  commodious  library 
reading  rooms  and  other  quarters,  and 
instead  of  being  extremely  overcrowded, 
the  shelving  space  has  been  increased  to 
two  and  one-half  or  three  times  what  it 
was  and  at  the  rate  of  growth  for  the 
past  ten  years  or  so,  should  be  sufficient 
to  accommodate  accessions  for  two  dec- 
ades or  more  to  come.  An  adequate  li- 
brary is  so  near  to  being  the  heart  of  the 
activities  of  the  students  and  the  staff  in 
such  an  undertaking  as  the  study  and 
the  teaching  of  Medicine  that  this  means 
much  for  the  present  and  the  future  of 
the  School. 

It  has  permitted  at  the  same  time  the 
use  for  general  purposes  that  were  very 
pressing  of  the  space  previously  occu- 
pied by  the  Library  on  the  ground  floor. 
There  was  previously  either  very  inad- 
equate space  or  space  that  was  quite  un- 


suitable in  character  or  location  for  cer- 
tain important  things,  as  for  example 
the  office  of  the  Student  Physician  was 
previously  on  the  top  floor  of  Building 
D  instead  of  being  in  the  most  accessible 
place  possible,  and  the  general  adminis- 
trative offices,  planned  twenty  years 
ago  for  an  undertaking  about  one-eighth 
of  the  present  size,  were  still  until  this 
year  confined  to  the  original  small  space 
but  this  work  can  now  be  carried  on  in 
adequate  quarters. 

The  Library  Committee  now  contains 
equal  representation  from  the  Faculties 
of  the  Medical  School  and  of  the  School 
of  Public  Health  and  the  two  Schools 
share  equally  in  the  cost  of  running  the 
Library. 

Perhaps  the  simplest  and  most  easily 
understood  contrast  in  the  Library  of 
the  present  day  with  that  of  the  Library 
ten  years  ago,  is  seen  in  the  fact  that  a 
decade  ago  the  budget  was  the  insigni- 
ficant sum  of  $3,480  for  Library  pur- 
poses whereas  now  it  is  over  $18,000.  It 
will  need  within  the  next  few  years  to 
be  somewhat  further  increased  but  it  is 
now  able  to  work  effectively  and  to  pro- 
vide comfortable  facilities  for  work  both 
in  the  reading1  rooms  and  in  the  stacks
